MEMBERS’ WIVES TD BE PRESENT

A special committee appointed two 
years ago by the National Munieipa’ 
league to study problems of commie 
fion government and the results pro­ 
duced has leported that the employ­ 
ment of a. city manager is especially 
desired. 
The city manager for this 
countrv originated in Iowa, if mem­ 
ory serves, and spread slowly. Day 
ton, Ohio, is the 
largest and latest 
city to adopt the plan. For one thing, 
the committee believes 
that govern­ 
ment by a city 
manager 
is better 
adapted to the needs • of large cities 
than is the original form of commis­ 
sion government used 
in Galveston, 
Des Moines and elsewhere. The chief 
shortcoming of the commission plan, 
the committee- finds; 
is that it In­ 
cludes the election 
of heads of ad­ 
ministrative departments. These va­ 
rious heads, acting tosether, consti­ 
tute the commission 
or 
legislative 
body of tho city. The city manager 
plan is held to be a logical develop­ 
ment of the commission plan. 
It 
provides for an elective commission 
to act as the legislative body of the 
city and to 
choose 
the 
executive 
head. who is given the title of mana­ 
ger. He in turn chooses the various 
heads of departments and supervises 
the administration 
of 
the 
govern­ 
ment. Since he has nothing to rec­ 
ommend him except his fitness and 
since he can be removed for cause, 
he has a strong incentive to perforin 
effective service for the people. 
Especially interesting was the re 
view made by Clinton Rogers Wood­ 
ruff. of Philadelphia, 
a member of 
the commit tee. Mr. Woodruff pointed- 
cut the difficulties of Introducing ef- 
feient management 
into 
city busi­ 
ness. "The bread 
and 
butter brig­ 
ade/ ” he said, “has been at one and 
t*.re same time the greatest bulwark 
a! the modem political, organization 
ai c* the greatest obstacle in the way 
vt introduction of modern efficiency 
methods. 
The 
civil 
service mo ve­ 
rmont is steadily making inroads on 
the ‘bread and butter 
brigade’ and 
l r stilling new* ideas 
of 
loyalty and 
aeivice into the minds and conduct 
rf public employes/’ 
Mr. Woodruff advocated the exten­ 
sion of courses 
to 
educate experts 
for city government, and 
he added, 
"We are training men for all servi­ 
ces but that of the public.’* 
And isn’t that the fact? Anybody 
teems goQd enough 
for a municipal 
job. Men ire elected to places that 
they are not competent to fill for no 
ether reason than that they are good 
vote getters, and men are appointed 
to places for the 
sole 
reason that 
they have a pull. 
Municipal goveni- 
n>ent is a science, but we fail to bo 
recognize it, and until we do, it will 
not matter what form of government 
we have: St will not get beyond me 
ctocrtty.

Flood Prevention First. 
Wi*h a view

suitable policy, one which 
may be 
easily embodied into law 
or execu­ 
tive 
regulations

several conferences of late between 
cabinet officers 
and 
chiefs of bu­ 
reaus in several of the executive de 
partm ents. 
The interested cabinet 
officers are Houston, of agriculture;

They 
are not committed to this bill, how­ 
ever; ultimately they may favor it, 
in whole or in. part, or they may pro­ 
pose something in its place.

have taken it up at this

and bureaus having jurisdiction over 
conservation matters.

(A. D. C.) 
Answer.—The cities of the plain, be­ 
cause of their corruption and degrada­ 
tion, were destroyed by "eternal fire," 
or to express the matter in modern 
language, they suffered the vengeance 
of last int/ destruction. The word "eter­ 
nal’’ is from the Greek uioniun and sig­ 
nifies lastin<j or "to the age.” The de­ 
struction that came upon those cities 
was certainly a lasting one. 
The in­ 
habitants of those cities, 
however, 
were not eternally destroy ed. for tfrt? 
Savior, more than two thousand years 
afterwards, declared of some Of the. 
cities in His day and of His own peo­ 
ple, the Jews, that had the mighty 
works which had been done in them 
been done in Sodom and Gomorrha. 
they would have repented in sackcloth 
and ashes; and therefore it would be 
more tolerable for them iii the day of 
judgment than for the people of His 
day. 
(Matthew 11:20-24.)

Q.—lf the dead ara racily dead, In 
what way should we understand our 
Lord’s comments on God’s words to 
Moses, “ I am the God of Abraham, 
Isaac and Jacob”—“Not the God of the 
dead, but of the living, for all live unto 
him?”— Luke 20:37, 38. 
(U. S. T.) 
Answer.—This is to be understood 
from the standpoint mentioned by the 
Apostle when he tells us that the be­ 
lievers should not sorrow for their 
dead friends, as do others, "For if we 
believe that Jesus died and rose again. 
let us also believe that those icho sleep 
in Jesus will God bring [from the 
dead} by him." 
Our Lord was an­ 
swering the Sadducee*, who deny that 
there will be any resurrection of the 
dead, aud he offered this testimony in 
proof, not that Abraham. Isaac and 
Jacob were not dead, but in proof that 
there would be a resurrection for them, 
which would have been an impossibil­ 
ity bad they become, as the Sadducees 
exclaimed, extinct. Our Lord, in other 
words, tells us that all those who are 
in harmony with him are not, in his 
estimation, dead, in the full sense of 
the word dead, but merely for the time 
being sleeping and waiting until the 
morning. 
As the prophet declares. 
•‘Weeping may endure for a night, but 
joy cometh in the morning”—the res­ 
urrection morning. 
Had it not been 
his plan to have a resurrection. God 
would not have referred to Abraham 
aud others in such a manner as he did. 
the resurrection is ail assured fact for 
God has planned it. 
He therefore 
counts and speaks of those things 
which are not (but are to be) as though 
they already were. 


Q.—Who were the ancestors of the 
nation of Nod from among whom Cain 
took his wife? 
(G. R.) 
Answer.—There were no people In 
the land of Nod. for Adam and Ins 
family were the only inhabitants of 
the earth. 
Cain married one of his 
sisters. 
In ancient times there was 
no reason why brothers and sisters 
should not marry. The reason for this 
is that at first our race was pure and 
no evil influences resulted from such 
intermarriage. 
Now the imperfections 
of each individual are so marked that 
such a marriage won hi result in imbe­ 
cility. 
This is another proof of the 
incorrectness of the Darwinian theory 
of the evolution of man. another proof 
of the Bible declaration, that man has 
fallen from the image of God in which 
he wa* created. 


est hell” suggest total spiritual dark­ 
ness, and isn’t this a sort of a ‘‘purga­ 
tory” hint?

Answer.—The word "hell’ is trans­ 
lated from the Hebrew word "sheol” 
which can scarcely be expressed by any 
one English word: it signifies hidden 
or extinguished, or obscure—the condi­ 
tion or state of death: it is not a place 
but a condition, and the word oblivion 
practically corresponds with the word 
sheol of the Hebrew and hades of 
the Greek. 
Nothing in the word sheol 
signifies joy or misery, or any feeling. 
The words "lowest hell” here would 
signify depth of oblivion. 
We may 
not 
improperly 
consider 
that 
the 
Prophet is here personating the Lord 
Jesus, as he does in many of the 
Psalms. 
If so. the words "depth of 
oblivion” would have a peculiar ap­ 
plicability. 
In the case of the w’orkl 
of mankind death is but a sleep, and 
its oblivion but a temporary one, from 
which there shall come an awakening 
in the resurrection, as a result of the 
redemption. 
But in the case of our 
Lord Jesus it was different: inasmuch 
as He took the place of the sinner 
(Adam), death to Him must have 
meant the extreme penalty of sin, viz.. 
a perpetual oblivion, except as. by the 
Father’s grace and power. Ile should 
be raised from the dead, and become 
the deliverer of those whom He re­ 
deemed. 


Q.—A* I study my Bible more and 
more I am coming to see that there 
shall be a resurrection of the dead, both 
pf the jfjst and of the unjust, and I can

the earth. Thine eyes did see my sub­ 
stance being yet imperfect; and in thy 
book all my members were written 
which in continuance [gradually] were 
fashioned when as yet there was none 
of them.”—Psalm 139:14-16.

"For of such Is the Kingdom of heav­ 
en,” must not, however, be understood 
to imply that tile Lord is electing or 
selecting such little children for His 
joiut-heirs in tile Kingdom; we must 
interpret Scripture by Scripture.

must remember His words that only

general offices of the railroad were 
located in Sedalia, the late C. N. Ste­ 
vens held the position of purchasing 
agent for the entire “K aty” system.

At that tim e a contract was to be 
awarded for making the signal Hags 
to be used on the Sedalia divison of 
the road. 
Prior to that time the task 
I .ad been performed by employes of 
the company. 
Several societies, rep­ 
resenting various churches of the city, 
peaced bids for the contract. Through 
the influence of Mr. Stevens the La­ 
dies’ Aid society of the First Con­ 
gregational church was awarded tho 
cc *n tract.

The m aterial from which the flags 
are made is furnished by the railroad 
company. 
The requirem ents are that 
each flag is to be eighteen inches 
square and hemmed on two sides, 
lliis requires exactness.

thread drawn through the center the 
entire length of the cloth.

Alfalfa Situation in Pettis County. 


Reports on alfalfa were made by 
the same shcools that reported on 
silos, and the 69 districts that report­ 
ed indicate alfalfa in 41 of them with 
a total acreage of 334. 
This indi­ 
cates that 28 districts reporting have 
no alfalfa. 
In the 41 districts were reported 5C 
fields in all. 
Sixteen of these were 
sewn prior to 1912, and IO are report­ 
ed as successful and six as failures. 
This is 02*4 per cent successful prior 
to 1912. 
Forty fields were reported as sown 
in 1912 and 1913, and four failures 
were reported and 36 successes or 90 
per cent up to this time. 
A few’ of 
these may be lost, but we ate trying 
to learn in each case the cause of 
failure, and it is very certain that 
when the cause is known a remedy 
is at hand. 
It seems from our investigations up 
to the present time the troubles have 
been chiefly southern grown seed, 
late plowing of the seed bed, acid 
soil, lack of cultivation, seeding at 
the wrong time, the subsoil in a few' 
rases, and 
lack 
of 
inoculation 
in 
some, and an insect known as the 
leaf hopper, everyone of which may 
be remedied or avoided. AA’e are more 
than anxious to lend every possible 
aid in alfalfa production, as that is 
one more factor that will help out 
greatly in meat shortage, and inci­ 
dentally both will aid in holding up 
m r soil fertility. 
The alfalfa record for the county is 
surely encouraging. More alfalfa will
